to bi- tribe again 
Late statistics prove 
the eirnr of thiL popu lar notion, and a 
visit to the Mescalero Indian’agency in 
sontbeastcrn New Mexico wdll open the 
ey es of the sk eptic to that fact. 
Only a few y ears ago. comparatively , 
the Meacalero Apaches were a sou rce 
of t( rrcr to the whole sou thwest, and 
their deeds of merciless bu tchery au d 
fiendish cru elty sent a shu dder throu gh 
the whole nation. For y ears the Apaches 
“ hoodooed” and “ bu ffaloed” the agents 
who were sent to govern them. 
The 
Apaches wheedled, begged, demanded 
and threatened, and the agents gave 
freely of the government stores as a 
means of pacify ing them. The farming 
imidements given the Indians were sold 
at Las Cru ces or thrown away , for a 
noble Apache wou ld sooner die than 
work . The Indians also insolently de­ 
manded that Uncle Sam bu ild them a 
cou ncil hall. 
The 
Apache 
taming 
commenced 
when Captain Stottler took charge of 
the agency . Nau tzila, the most power­ 
fu l chief of the Apaches, came^ to the 
agency and ask ed for su pplies. Nau tzila 
begged and expostu lated. 
All in vain. 
3e was told to work , and he answered 
with a demand au d a threat. 
The 
dou ghty y ou ng captain took him by the 
scru ff of thé neck and slack of his bu ck ­ 
sk in breeches and hu stled him ou t of 
the office, k ick ing him down the steps, 
îiau tzila’s assortment of fine paints 
and eagle feathers was hopelessly mined, 
and his following immediately dropped 
to two relatives. 
Now the chief is one 
of the most indu striou s and prosperou s 
farmers on the agency . 
The Indians were finally compelled 
to cu t their hair, wear the dress of civ­ 
ilized whites, give u p their tepees to 
live in comfortable log cabins, and the 
women had to give u p their blank ets 
for Mother Hu bbards. 
The Mescalero 
Apaches are no 
longer Indians bu t 
Americans in all that the term applies. 
The agency is really a socialistic 
state 
In the school each class is allot­ 
ted a certain time for stu dy , and the re­ 
mainder of time is devoted to hard 
work . 
The forenoon class of boy s de­ 
votes the afternoon to the manu factu re 
of garden tools, 
digging 
irrigation 
ditches, sawing and cu tting wood, sow­ 
ing grain or alfalfa, planting corn, 
mak ing hotbeds, etc. 
The forenoon 
class of girls devotes the afternoon to 
cook ing, sewing and general hou sework 
In tu rn, the afternoon classes relieve 
the others of those fu nctions. 
The pu ­ 
pils seem to have a natu ral aptitu de for 
drawing and acting, and the* Friday 
night assemblies afford them ample op­ 
portu nity to display their talents in the 
latter. 
The little ones give their songs 
and lecitatiou B with naive gestu res, and 
they have a good ear for mu sic. 
This 
sy stem of edu cation is su perior to that 
heretofore in vogu e of sending the In­ 
dian y ou ths and maidens to distant 
schools to be edu cated. 
The school garden consists of 60 acres 
of land.

Late statistics prove 
the el mr of this popular notion, and a 
visit to the Mescalero Indian agency in 
southeastern New Mexico will open the 
eyes of the skeptic to that fact. 
Only a few years ago. comparatively, 
the Mescalero Apaches were a source 
of terror to the whole southwest, and 
their deeds of merciless butchery and 
fiendish cruelty sent a shudder through 
the whole nation. For years the Apaches 
“ hoodooed” and “ buffaloed” the agents 
who were sent to govern them. 
The 
Apaches wheedled, begged, demanded 
and threatened, and the agents gave 
freely of the government stores as a 
means of pacifying them. The farming 
implements given the Indians were sold 
at Las Cruces or thrown away, for a 
noble Apache would sooner die than 
work. The Indians also insolently de­ 
manded that Uncle Sam build them a 
council hall. 
The

He was told to work, and he answered 
with a demand and a threat.

doughty young captain took him by the 
scruff of the neck and slack of his buck­ 
skin breeches and hustled him out of 
the office, kicking him down the steps. 
Nantzila’s assortment of fine paints 
and eagle feathers was hopelessly ruined, 
and his following immediately dropped 
to two relatives. 
Now the chief is one 
of the most industrious and prosperous 
farmers on the agency. 
The Indians were finally compelled 
to cut their hair, wear the dress of civ­ 
ilized whites, give up their tepees to 
live in comfortable log cabins, and the 
women had to give up their blankets 
for Mother Hubbards. 
The Mescalero 
Apaches are no 
longer Indians but 
Americans in all that the term applies. 
The agency is really a socialistic 
state. 
In the school each class is allot­ 
ted a certain time for study, and the re­ 
mainder of time is devoted to hard 
work. 
The forenoon class of boys de­ 
votes the afternoon to the manufacture 
of garden tools, 
digging 
irrigation 
ditches, sawing and cutting wood, sow­ 
ing grain or alfalfa, planting corn, 
making hotbeds, etc. 
The forenoon 
class of girls devotes the afternoon to 
cooking, sewing and general housework. 
In turn, the afternoon classes relieve 
the others of those functions. 
The pu­ 
pils seem to have a natural aptitude for 
drawing and acting, and the* Friday 
night assemblies afford them ample op­ 
portunity to display their talents in the 
latter. The little ones give their songs 
and ^citations w ith naive gestures, and 
they have a good ear for music. 
This 
system of education is superior to that 
heretofore in vogue of sending the In­ 
dian youths and maidens to distant 
schorls to be educated. 
The school garden consists of 60 acres 
of land. 
Sixteen acres are devoted to 
alfalfa raising. The farm stock includes 
20 Holstein cows, 12 horses, 40 sheep, 
bogs, etc. The Indian boys are first 
taught the care of hotbeds and early 
growth of vegetable life and then the 
latter branches of the work until har­ 
vesting is reached. The land is com­ 
pletely surrounded by irrigation canals 
and drainage ditches. 
The following statistics may prove 
interesting: 
Number of Indians on 
agency, 444; wearing civilized clothes, 
444; number who can read, 217; school 
children, IIC; attendance at school, IOO I eminent, 
per cent; Indian houses, 90; cost to 
g o v ern m en t of houses and council hall, 
nothing; self supporting Indians, 444; 
acres of ground cultivated, 1,600; acres 
of ground fenced, 8,000; irrigation 
ditches, ten miles. 
At the territorial fair the agency took 
first prize for the best display of kinder­ 
garten work, drawing, map work, fancy 
work and dressmaking. 
The public 
schools, as well as the Indian schools of 
the territory, competed for the prizes. 
—Santa Fe Special to Rocky Mountain 
News.

about and never realized their mistake

•sands of them. They cannot fight a lit 
tie hit. They shoot over onr heads with 
their rifles and into the grouu with 
their cannon. 
“Aguinaldo is paying particular at­ 
tention to the accumulation of wealth. 
When we entered Malolos the native 
priests, who ventured from their hiding 
places after the Filipinos had fled, told 
me much of the chief. 
They said that 
he kept well in advance of his retreat­ 
ing army at all times, riding alongside 
of his treasure train, which consisted of 
several country carte loaded with Mex­ 
ican dollars and the archives of his 
portable government.”

At the receiving end the apparatus 
was even more simple in appearanca 
There was aimed toward the distant arc 
light another parabolic mirror—a bell 
shaped vessel whose lining was highly 
polished and whose interior curves were 
carefully calculated.

KRIDER’ST ER RIBLE INJURIES 


S o ld ie r In P h ilip p in e » S h o t T w e n ty - 


hIx T i m e » a n d L iv e » . 
The following letter was received by 
James Krider of Wharton, a small vil- 
laj:o in the northwestern part of W yan­ 
dot cou nty, O., from his son, D. 
W. 
Krider, Third artillery, in Manila, re­ 
citing the terrible inju ries he received 
in the battle of Feb. 4: 
“ God has indeed been mercifu l to m^ 
since I was allowed to write to you 
some time ago. 
I am doing finely, bu t 
there are lots of pierces in my body and 
legs that will always stay there, for 
they have cu t and pick ed at me till I 
am sick and tired of it. 
I have 26 
wou nds; 6 in my left leg, one in nay 
right leg, 
2 in my left arm and 
17 in 
my back , hips and shou lders. The boys 
said it was a hcly fright to see me, and 
yon bet 
I thou ght of all k inds of frights 
when I was stru ck . 
“ I was shot at 
1 :20 p. m ., and never 
got dressed by the su rgeons till 
9 
o’clock that night 
They told me I 
wou ld die and had me reported dead 
two or three times. Ou r lieu tenarit and 
the boys came to see me, expecting to 
see a corpse, bu t they said I was the 
‘darndest’ dead man they ever saw. 
The doctor tells me I will be crippled for 
life in my back and hip, bnt 1 am glad 
to escape as I did. 
“ Ou r officers can't do mu ch wrth the 
Doys any more, becau se as soon as the

In this 
consoling fashion E. S. O’Reilly, a pri­ 
vate in Company B of the Fou rth U nit­ 
ed States infantry, wrote on S t Pat­ 
rick ’s day last to his father, who re­ 
ceived the letter the other day at his 
home in Chicago. In spite of the assu r­ 
ance Mrs. O’Reilly continu es to worry, 
for she believes that a habit that her 
son has of tak ing photographic views 
of the Filipino trenches at short range 
is not condu cive to safety, and she has 
written to the you ng soldier begging 
him to restrain his enthu siastic zeal in 
this direction. 
In his letter Private O’Reilly says: 
“ We came into the bay on the 10th 
and, passing in, saw the wreck s of the 
Spanish fleet at Cavite. We were towed 
u p the Pasig river and landed on a 
dock near Lu neta. Then we marched 
down this fashionable bou levard past 
the old walled city, and after dinnwr 
Companies B and L started for the fir­ 
ing line. We marched throu gh the cen­ 
ter of the city, and it was a sight to see. 
There is a sort of reign of terror here, 
and no soldier is allowed to go any­ 
where withou t a six shooter and a rifle. 
The city is fu ll of Filipinos, and there 
is some k ind of an ou tbreak every night. 
After leaving the city we began to see 
what war was lik e, and we passed mile 
after mile where there was not a hou se 
left standing—all ashes and desolation. 
We were marched into what u sed to be 
the little town of Caloocan and camped 
abou t half a mile back of the firing 
line. C. and I were at once pu t on 
gu ard at headq u arters, which is a large 
chu rch. Many bu llets stru ck the chu rch 
du ring the night, bnt none came very 
near u s. The next day we were relieved 
and got permission from the captain to 
go cn the firing line, which is held by 
the Twentieth Kansas, repu ted to be 
the bravest regiment here. They are 
the finest'look ing lot of soldiers I have 
seen. 
“ We staid at this camp, and as we 
went to the trenches every day I made 
I'riends of many of the boys. One of 
them made me a very valu able present 
-.^a piece of a flag captu red by the Fili­ 
pinos from the Spaniards and then tak ­ 
en from the Filipinos by the Kansas 
boys. I have been wearing it as a neck ­ 
tie, bu t 1 will send it home. I got a fine 
pictu re of the Filipino trenches. A first 
sergeant of the Kansas regiment and I 
went within 100 yards of the enemy 
while we snapped them. 
They were 
tak ing ßDüi) shots at u s, bu t they all 
shot over ou r heads. ' ’—Chicago Record.

Soldier In Philippines Shot Twenty- 
Mix Times and Lives. 
The following letter was received by 
James Krider of Wharton, a small Vil­ 
lano in the northwestern part of W yan­ 
dot county, O., from his son, D. W. 
Krider, Third artillery, in Manila, re­ 
citing the terrible injuries he received 
in the battle of Feb. 4: 
“ God has indeed been merciful to rn** 
since I was allowed to write to you 
some time ago. 
I am doing finely, but 
there are lots of pierces in my body and 
legs that will always stay there, for 
they have cut and picked at me till I 
am sick and tired of it. 
I have 26 
wounds; 6 in my left leg, one in my 
right leg, 2 in my left arm and 17 in 
my back, hips and shoulders. The boys 
eaid it was a holy fright to see me, and 
yon bet I thought of all kinds of frights 
when I was struck. 
“ I was shot at 1 :20 p. rn., and never 
got dressed by the surgeons till 9 
o’clock that night 
They told me I 
would die aud had me reported dead 
two or tbiee times. Our lieutenant and 
the boys came to see me, expecting to 
0ee a corpse, but they said I was the 
‘darndest’ dead man they ever saw. 
The doctor tells me I will be crippled for 
life in my back and hip, but I am glad 
to escape as I did,

6NAP SHOTS OF TRENCHES. 


Private O’Reilly’s Contempt For Fill* 
plno marksmanship. 
“ Tell mother not to worry, for the 
niggers always shoot high." In this 
consoling fashion E. S. O’Reilly, a pri­ 
vets in Company B of the Fourth U nit­ 
ed States infantry, wrote on S t P at­ 
rick’s day last to his father, who re­ 
ceived the letter the other day at his 
home in Chicago. In spite of the assur­ 
ance Mrs. O’Reilly continues to worry, 
for she believes that a habit that her 
son has of taking photographic views 
of the Filipino trenches at short range 
is not conducive to safety, and she haa 
written to the young soldier begging 
him to restrain his enthusiastic zeal in 
this direction. 
In his letter Private O’Reilly says: 
“ We came into the bay on the 10th 
and, passing in, saw the wrecks of the 
Spanish fleet at Cavite. We were towed 
up the Pasig river and landed on a 
dock near Luneta. Then we marched 
down this fashionable boulevard paat 
the old walled city, and after dinner 
Companies B and L started for the fir­ 
ing line. We marched through the cen­ 
ter of the city, and it was a sight to set. 
There is a sort of reign of terror here, 
and no soldier is allowed to go any­ 
where without a six shooter and a rifle. 
The city is full of Filipinos, and there 
is some kind of an outbreak every night. 
After leaving the city we began to see 
what war was like, and we pawed m ilt 
after mile where there was not a house 
left standing—all ashes and desolation. 
W e were marched into what used to be 
the little town of Caloocan and camped 
about half a mile back of the firing 
line. C. and I were at once put on 
guard at headquarters, which is a large 
church. M a n y bullets atruck the church 
during the night, but none came very 
near us. The next day we were relieved 
and got permission from the captain to 
go on the firing line, which is held by 
the Twentieth Kansas, reputed to be 
the bravest regiment here. They are 
the finaat’looking lot of soldiers I have 
seen. 
“ We staid at this camp, and as we 
went to the trenches every day I made 
friends of many of the boys. 
One of 
them made me a very valuable present 
—a piece of a flag captured by the Fili­ 
pinos from the Spaniards and then tak­ 
en from the Filipinos by the Kansas 
boys. I have been wearing it as a neck­ 
tie, but I will send it home. I got a fin* 
picture of the Filipino trenches. A first 
sergeant of the Kansas regiment and I 
went within IOO yards of the enemy 
while we snapped them. They were 
taking .soap shots at us, but they all 
shot over our heads. " —Chicago Record.

Private O’Reilly** Contempt For F ili­ 
pino Marksman sh I p. 
“ Tell mother not to worry, for the 
niggers always shoot high.” In this 
consoling fashion E. S. O’Reilly, a pri­ 
vate in Company B of the Fourth U nit­ 
ed States infantry, wrote on S t P at­ 
rick’s day last to his father, who re­ 
ceived the letter the other day at hla 
home in Chicago. In spite of the assur­ 
ance Mrs. O’Reilly continues to worry, 
for she believes that a habit that her 
son has of taking photographic views 
of the Filipino trenches at short range 
is not conducive to safety, and she has 
written to the yonng soldier begging 
him to restrain bia enthusiastic zeal in 
this direction. 
In his letter Private O’Reilly says: 
“ We came into the bay on the 10th 
and, passing in, saw the wrecks of the 
Spanish fleet at Cavite. We were towed 
ap the Pasig river and landed on a 
dock near Luneta. Then we marched 
down this fashionable boulevard past 
the old walled city, and after dinner 
Companies B and L started for the fir­ 
ing line. We marched through the cen­ 
ter of the city, and it was a sight to sea 
There is a sort of reign of terror here, 
and no soldier is allowed to go any­ 
where without a six shooter and a rifle. 
The city is full of Filipinos, and there 
is some kind of an outbreak every night. 
After leaving the city we began to see 
what war was like, and we passed mile 
after mile where there was not a house 
left standing—all ashes and desolation. 
W e were marched into what used to ba 
the little town of Caloocan and camped 
about half a mile back of tbs firing 
line. 
C. and I were at once put on 
guard at headquarters, which is a large 
church. Many bullets struck the church 
during the night, but none came very 
near os. The next day we were relieved 
and got permission from the captain to 
go en tbs firing line, which is held by 
the Twentieth Kansas, reputed to be 
the bravest regiment here. They are 
the finest looking lot of soldiers I have 
seen. 
“ We staid at this camp, and ae we 
went to the trenches every day I made 
friends of many of the boys. 
One of 
them made me a very valuable present 
—a piece of a flag captured by the Fili­ 
pinos from the Spaniards and then tak­ 
en from the Filipinos by the Kansas 
boys. I have been wearing it as a neck­ 
tie. but I will send it borne. I got a fins 
picture of the Filipino trenches. A first 
sergeant of the Kansas regiment and I 
went within IOO yards of the enemy* 
while we snapped them. 
They were 
taking .snap shots at us, but they all 
shot over our heads. ” —Chicago Record.

The late Roswell Pettibone Flower, 
teacher, seller of watches, politician, 
statesman, 
financier, 
philanthropist. 
was born in Theresa, Jefferson county, 
N Y 
on Aug. ?, 1835, the sixth of 
nine children. His father died when he 
was 8 years old, and the boy helped his 
mother to m n the wool carding and 
clothmaking boniness in the summer 
season and went to school in winter un ­ 
til he had obtained a good education. 
Then he became a teacher, and after 
two years of this he took a position as 
clerk. 
He was 18 years old when he 
found himself a clerk in a general mer­ 
chandise store in Watertown, and the 
postmaster made him his deputy at a 
salary of $50 a month. 
He was deputy 
postmaster for six years. 
In that time 
he bad saved $1,000, and then he bought 
out the postmaster’s interest in a jew­ 
elry business, turned in and learned the 
trade at the bench and joined a labor 
onion. 
He bonght out his partner and 
sold watches and repaired the trinkets 
of W atertown until 1869. Meantime he 
became a volunteer fireman and m ar­ 
ried Miss Sarah M. Woodruff, a daugh­ 
ter of Morris M. Woodruff. 
It was as a leader of Wall street that 
ex-Governor Flower was best known, 
tbongb his prominence in politics at 


mg. 
The hey didn’t come around that 
day until late. 
He bad missed the dol­ 
lar in the meantime. 
He suspected the 
boy. so when the boy came around be 
asked him to be sure and sleep with 
him again 
The boy didn t want to, 
but Flower urged him, and he consent­ 
ed. 
When the boy was sound asleep, 
Flower got up and felt in the pockets 
of his clothes.

ANECDOTES OF FLOWER 


Incidents In the Career of the 
Former Governor. 


WAS A LEADER OF WALL STREET. 


From lf am ble Repinning;* He Became 
a Power In Finance—HI* Cholera 


E x p e r i e n c e — Advice to Y o u n ft Spec­ 
ulator*—Story o f the Flr*t Dollar 
Bill Ile Ever Owned. 


The lute Roswell Petti bone Flower, 
teacher. Heller of watches, politician, 
statesman, 
financier, 
philanthropist, 
was born in Theresa, Jefferson county, 
N. Y., on Aug. 7, 1835, the sixth of 
nine children. His father died when he 
was 8 years old, and the boy helped his 
mother to m n the wool carding and 
clothmaking boniness in the Hammer 
season and went to school in winter nn- 
til he had obtained a good education. 
Then he became a teacher, Find after 
two years of this he took a position as 
clerk 
He was 18 years old when he 
found himself a clerk in a general mer­ 
chandise store iii Watertown, and the 
postulant* r made him his deputy at a 
salary of #30 a month. 
He was deputy 
postmaster for six years, 
In that time 
he had saved #1,000, and then he bought 
out the postmaster’s interest in a jew ­ 
elry business, turned in and learned the 
trade at the bench and joined a labor 
union. 
He bought out his partner and 
sold watches and repaired the trinkets 
of W atertown until 1869. Meantime he 
became a volunteer fireman and m ar­ 
ried Miss .Sarah M. Woodruff, a daugh­ 
ter of Morris M. Woodruff. 
It was as a leader of Wall street that 
ex-Governor Flower was best known, 
though his prominence in politics at 
one time seemed to preclude his attain­ 
ing any further pre-eminence in a differ­ 
ent line. 
Only after he left the execu­ 
tive chair in Albany did Mr. Flower 
pay especial attention to the speculative 
market 
Chicago Gas was his first big 
deal. Then came Reek Island, Interna 
tional Paper, Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 
Federal Steel, but the biggest opera­ 
tion of all with which his name has 
been connected 
is 
Brooklyn 
Rapid 
Transit. 
Some of his friends interested him in 
Chicago Gas. 
It was a big enterprise, 
expensively managed. He brought about 
reductions in expenses and bought all 
the stock he could get his hands on. He 
bought in the fifties and the stock went 
to more than 
IOO. 
Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit was selling at 6 when he went 
into it 
He and Anthony N. Brady 
bought 
10,000 shares 
apiece for a 
■tarter. 
Then they advised all their 
friends to buy. 
One road after another 
was absorbed 
in 
the 
combination. 
Finally the Long Island and the Coney 
Island hotels became part of the system. 
Of all the millionaires that Wall 
street has known Mr. Flower has been 
the most genial, the most approachable, 
the one with the most warm personal 
friends. 
He was short and stout and 
jolly. He told funny stories and enjoyed 
bearing them. 
His word was never 
broken. 
He was never suspected of be­ 
ing tricky, even in Wall street, where 
“ wizards” abound. 
When Flower was governor, the chol­ 
era scare convulsed the New York end 
of New York state. The legislature was 
not in session, but the governor bought 
the Fire Island hotel as a place where 
thousands of cabin passengers from E u ­ 
rope could be held in comfort and away 
from the cholera on shipboard. 
Before 
they could land an injunction was 
served forbidding it. The Long Island­ 
ers were afraid of infection. 
The governor asked his lawyers what 
would hu])pen if the people on the trans­ 
fer boats should disregard the injunc­ 
tion and land. He was told they would 
have to be arrested and locked up. The 
governor sent word to the militia who 
were on duty that if any one violated 
the injunction and came ashore he must 
be arrested and locked up in the hotel. 
His instructions were followed, and the 
persons from the cholera ships spent a 
comfortable night. The people on Long 
Island were enraged. One of his advis­ 
ers told the governor that good manage­ 
ment would be required, or there would 
be a loss of votes to the party that own­ 
ed such a go ahead executive. 
“ Hang the votes!” said the governor. 
“ I ’m thinking of my duty toward those 
unfortunate people.” 
That expression, “ Hang the votes!’ 
never did the governor any harm polit­ 
ically. 
Mr. Flower gave this as his advice to 
young men who wanted to speculate: 
“ Stop making faces and howling at 
trusts and monopolies and get into ’em 
If there is a good monopoly around, 
manage to get with it and don’t make 
faces at it. Suppose the young men who 
shouted and made faces at the Standard 
Oil company had put all the money 
they could get hold of into the com­ 
pany. 
See where they’d be today.” 
Mr. Flower had the courage of his 
convictions. 
Ile believed in prosperity. 
He was frank. 
He used to tell a story 
on himself of the first dollar bill he ever 
owned. 
He was working in a general 
store. “ They call ’em department stores 
now ,” he said. 
He slept in the store. 
A small boy slept with him. 
He had 
this new dollar bill. 
He showed it to 
the small boy before they went to bed. 
In the morning the dollar bill was miss­ 


ing. 
Toe boy didn’t come around that 
day until late. 
He bad missed the dol­ 
lar iii the meantime. 
He suspected the 
boy. so when the boy came around he 
asked him to be sure and sleep with 
him again 
The boy didn’t want to, 
but Flower urged him, and he consent­ 
ed 
When the boy was sound asleep, 
Flower got up and felt in the pockets 
of his clothes. 
Away down in a waist­ 
coat pocket, under a silver watch, he 
found the bill. 
He took it to bed with 
him th in 
He never said anything 
about it to the boy, and the boy never 
mentioned it. but they never slept to­ 
gether again. — New York Press. 


FASTEST TRAIN KNOWN. 


“Saratoga Filer** From New York to 
the Sprints. 
New I Yorkers who want to spend the 
summer at Saratoga will have the fast­ 
est train in the world at their disposal 
this season 
Speeding through New 
York state at a rate even higher than 
that attained by the Empire State ex 
press, the business men of the metropo­ 
lis. having en ten breakfast with their 
families at the Springs, will be able to 
reach their offices in New York in time 
to put in a good day’s work. 
The New York Central baa been run­ 
ning a “ Saratoga lim ited” for a long 
time, the train leaving New York at 
half past 3 o’clock and reaching the 
Springs at ten minutes of 9. 
This was 
pretty fair time for 180 miles, but there 
recently has been an increasing demand 
for a “ flier,” and the company set 
about doing the thing in style. 
First, they clipped I hour and 40 
minutes off the time schedule. 
This 
would make the average speed between 
the Grand Central station and Saratoga 
a mile in I minute and IO seconds. The 
special engines and cars were contracted 
for to fit the new conditione. The loco­ 
motives are to be of the general type 
of the celebrated No. 999, but the cars. 
it is promised, will be a revelation. 
Instead of heavy draperies and thick 
upholstery which make one hot to look 
at, the W agner cars will be fitted with 
light colored silk, giving a breezy effect. 
There will he four cars-—the first a 
combination buffet, smoking and library 
cur, which will provide the convenience 
of a club: then two parlor cars, of un­ 
usual length, and finally a combined 
parlor anil observation car.

platform the passengers may enjoy the 
majestic beauty of the Hudson.

These barbarians are nomadic, and they 
liv e in p r im itiv e communities.

tribal go v ern m en t is of a patriarchal 
nature, and th ere 
is therefore no co- 
hesicn am o n g them. 
They have prob ­ 
ably nev er heard of the Americans and 
wo uld resent all efforts to civilize them, 
whetlier m ade by antiquated Spain or 
mo deiii A m n ’ica. 
They can therefore 
baldly Ik' said to have a political atti­ 
tude 
Tiieir o n ly philosophy is to live 
witliDiit wurk an d to steal all they can.

The iiiliahitants of the Sulu protecto­ 
rate, w ho numb er only a few thousands 
and who are all Mohammedans, though 
civilized, are so different from the na­ 
tives o f the n orth, have so little sym­ 
pathy w ith the m 
and have so far b een

Henry Ii. Wilson of the Raleigh, who 
has spent five years with Dewey and 
participated in the battle of Manila 
bay, was in Binghamton recently and 
told of the “ lantern feast.” a curious 
custom of the new citizens of the U nit­ 
ed States, which comes on Sept. 24. 
Far inland on the thickly wooded 
isles of the archipelago, where the man 
eaters live, the lanterns are human 
skulls, in which cocoanut oil has been 
placed. The wicks are bits of fiber m n 
through the eyeless sockets. Sometimes 
half a dozen of these skulls are fastened 
to a pole. 
The natives maich about 
their village displaying the trophies as 
results of their prowess 
The orgy usu­ 
ally ends with a feast Ox human flesh, 
if a prisoner of war cr a decrepit native 
can be found. Few white men ever saw 
this ceremony, for discovery of the on- 
ookers would mean certain death. Usu­ 
ally the forest where it takes place is 
guarded carefully, a necessary precau­ 
tion, owing to the efforts of the author­ 
ities to break up the custom. 
Near the coast, where the effect of 
civilizing influences has been felt, even 
if faintly, the men and boys scour the 
country for the largest gourds and 
squashes they can fiiid. These are treat­ 
ed carefully by a special process until 
they shine like porcelain, and few stran­ 
gers wonld recognize in the handsomely 
lighted lantern, throwing its soft, efful­ 
gent rays across the water, the rough 
calabash as seen in its natural state. 
At sunset on the evening of Sept. 24 
the people begin to assemble from all 
points of the compass. Each village has 
its meeting place, and when the shades 
of a tropical night have fallen the spot 
is a myriad of twinkling lights. There 
are gourds carved in the shape of drag­ 
ons, others with heads of idols and still 
others formed to represent the fruit and 
vegetable products of the islands. 
The participants in the feast include 
the middle aged and the dignitaries of 
the village, as well as the young. The 
procession moves along the road like a 
huge luminous serpent, and from tbs 
dragons and satyrs issue weird cries 
and dismal chants, which the Filipinos 
are pleased to term music. Around the 
village they march until their gather­ 
ing place is reached again, and then 
begins the haja-haja dance, which is 
seen only on these occasions. 
It much 
resembles the other dances of the na­ 
tives and is accompanied by a mono­ 
tone recitation of the deeds performed 
and events happening in the locality 
since last “ lantern feast.” —New York 
Press.

The organ 
was then raised, and the sections of the 
surface were gathered, one upon an 
other, thus reducing the size of the 
stomach. 
The size of the stomach was 
reduced eight square inches. 
Pohakka 
is now improving, and it Is expected 
that he will be relieved of stomach 
trouble. 
Dr. McDonald says that persons with 
dilated stomachs do not digest food 
properly. In such cases a shortening of 
the stomach will allow food to more 
readily pass from the stomach, and tu t 
tar digestion results.—Special PhiladeJ 
phia Press.

W a s h i n g t o n , May 20.—It was de­ 
nied here that Secretary Alger was in- 
dignaut over General Brooke’s action 
regarding the Cubans laying down their 
arms. 
General Brooke did not violate 
the president’s order, but asked the ap­ 
proval of the president of his plan to 
allow" the Cubans to deposit their arm s 
w’ith the mayors instead of in the care 
of the U nited States authorities, as or­ 
dered bv the president. 
General Cor­ 
bin w ent to Hot Springs, it was thought, 
to ask the president to decide the m at­ 
ter. 
The president’s decision w as not 
announced. 
It was said at the w ar departm ent 
that should the Cuban leaders refuse to 
accept General Brooke’s proffer,w hether 
it w'as conditioned upon the surrender 
of arm s to U nited States arm y officers, 
or to Cuban mayors, th at will term inate 
the efforts of the governor general to 
come to a satisfactory arrangem ent w ith 
these leaders.

A novel and beautiful exhibition was 
recently given at Madison Square Gar­ 
den in New York to representatives of 
the press. 
A method of telephoning 
which uses the beam of radiance from a 
searchlight 
in place of a wire was 
shown. 
At one end of the Garden in the up­ 
per gallery was placed an arc light, with 
the fam iliar conical or parabolic mirror 
of the searchlight behind it. When the 
current was turned on, the beam was 
projected to the opposite end of the hall, 
where a simple device was used for re­ 
ceiving. 
At the transm itting end one 
noticed that from each of the two main 
wires supplying current to the arc short 
wires ran oft to an adjacent telephone 
booth. Inside the latter was a transm it­ 
ter that looked for all the world like any 
other, but differed therefrom in minor 
details. 
From the way in which the 
wires were connected it was easy to see 
that most of the current flowed through 
the carbon pencils of the lamp, but a 
small part went around through the 
telephone transmitter. 
At the receiving end the apparatus 
was even more sim ple in appearance. 
There was aimed toward the distant arc 
light another parabolic mirror— a bell 
shaped vessel whose lining was highly 
polished and whose interior curves were 
carefully calculated. 
A tiny bulb no 
bigger than that of a thermometer was 
fastened in the bell at the focus of the 
parabola, and from this there extended 
back through the m etal a short, slender 
glass tube that connected with the ear 
piece of a phonograph. 
There was no 
electrical equipment whatever at the 
receiving end. The person who put the 
twin rubber tipped tubes into hie ears 
heard not only the notes of a cornet, 
but also human speech, em anating from 
the closed booth at the other end of the 
hall. 
. 
The receiving device was invented 
years ago by A. Graham Bell, but the 
transm itter shown, a vast improvement 
on Bell s, was devised by Hammond V 
Hayes of the American Bell Telephone 
company 
Bell thought that the vibra­ 
tions traversed the beam of light, but 
it has been decided now that the m e­ 
dium of com m unication is the heat ray. 
Perhaps it would be more accurate to 
say that the heat em itted from the arc 
is subjected to fluctuations in intensity 
by means of the telephone transmitter, 
aud tnat these fluctuations so actuate 
the stuff in that tiny receiving bulb as 
to be converted into sound waves. 
Up 
to date a distance of only two miles 
has been covered, but the invention is 
yet in only an experim ental stage of 
development. 
If there is a lim it to electricity or to 
space is a question 
that cannot be 
solved at Madison Square Garden, where 
the electrical show has entered upon 
its second week 
When the first alec 
trical exhibition was given 
in New 
York, everybody wondered at it, and 
people seemed to be afraid of electricity 
Now there is an exhibition where the 
wireless telegraph that was then used 
for exploding mines is quietly demon­ 
strated upon a glass table in the bal­ 
cony 
and people have no reason to 
wonder, for the explanations are given 
plainly by the man who does the work 
and gives to every visitor a massage 
that has been sent, printed 
by the 
Morse telegraph signals. 
It is not all wireless telegraphy and 
the telephone system that attract the 
people at Madison Square Garden, for 
electricity is practically harnessed in 
t h is exhibition and is one of the ex­ 
hibits, visitors seeing the harnessing. 
It is not a big exhibit and is to be found 
next to the X rays, but it is known as 
the high tension effects, and an

down stairs, which includes an elec­ 
trical model room, in which the models 
are contributed by the scenic artists of 
the various theaters. 
This is the first 
exhibition of the kind made in Ameri 
ca, although in Paris and Vienna there 
are permanent exhibitions of scenic 
models. 
There are 80 models at the 
Garden, one of these representing an 
act from P itou’s “ A Romance of Atb- 
lone, ” which is demonstrated with an 
electrical switchboard, operated so us 


to show the gradual changes from day­ 
light to night on the m iniature stage, 
just as it is effected on the stage proper. 
In this little theater the changes of 
light are effected by multicolored light 
circuits controlled by graduating rheo­ 
stats, so as to make the changes of 
light from the lum inous bine of night 
to dawn, daylight, noon, 
afternoon, 
sunset and evening again by impercep­ 
tible degrees. There is also a complete 
working model of the apparatus and 
means used in theaters by which the 
scenes are changed by electrical power, 
with demonstrations made of the man­ 
ner of setting scenes, which adds to the 
interest. 
This is one of the exhibits 
popular w ith women and children. 
The electric spark that runs a car, 
turns a motor, melts a piece of iron and 
enables a message to be sent and receiv­ 
ed from a ray of light instead of a^wire 
is som ething to be wondered at.

are surprises continually, which amuse 
and instruct.— New York Tribune.

The following letter was received by 
Janies Krider of W harton, a small vil­ 
lage in the northwestern part of W yan­ 
dot county, O., from his son, D. W. 
Krider, Third artillery, in Manila, re­ 
citing the terrible injuries he received 
in the battle of Feb. 4: 
“ God has indeed been merciful to in* 
since I was allowed to write to you 
some time ago. 
I am doing finely, but 
there are lots of pierces in my body and 
legs that will always stay there, for 
they have cut and picked at me till I 
am sick and tired of it. 
I have 26 
wounds; 6 in my left leg, one in my 
right leg, 2 in my left arm and 17 in 
my back, hips and shoulders. The boys 
eaid it was a holy fright to see me, and 
yon bet I thought of all kinds of frights 
when I was struck. 
“ I was shot at 1 :20 p. rn,, and never 
got d ieased by the surgeons till 9 
o’clock that night. 
They told me I 
would die and had me reported dead 
two or thiee times. Our lieutenant and 
the boys came to see me, expecting to 
see a corpse, but they said I was the 
darndest’ dead man they ever saw. 
The doctor tells me I will be crippled for 
life in my back and hip, but I am glad 
to escape as I did. 
“ Cor officers can’t do much with the 
boys any more, because as soon as the 
‘black devils’ fire a shot our boys open 
up and go after them. They don t knew 
the retreat any m o r e .’’—Special New 
York Press.

“ Tell mother not to worry, for the 
niggers always shoot high.” In this 
consoling fashion E. S. O Reilly, a pri­ 
vate in Company B of the Fourth U nit 
ed States infantry, wrote on St. Pat 
rick’s day last to his father, who re­ 
ceived the letter the other day at his 
home in Chicago. In spite of the ansar 
alice Mrs. O’Reilly continues to worry, 
for she believes that a habit that her 
son has of taking photographic views 
of the Filipino trenches at short range 
is not conducive to safety, and she has 
w ritten to the young soldier begging 
him to restrain his enthusiastic zeal in 
this direction. 
In his letter Private O’Reilly says: 
“ We came into the bay on the 10th 
and, passing in, saw the wrecks of the 
Spanish fleet at Cavite. We were towed 
np the Pasig river and landed on 
dock near Lunets. 
Then we marched 
down this fashionable boulevard past 
the old walled city, and after dinner 
Companies B and L started for the fir 
ing line. We marched through the cen 
ter of the city, and it was a sight to see. 
There is a sort of reign of terror here, 
and no soldier is allowed to go any 
where without a six shooter and a rifle. 
The city is full of Filipinos, and there 
is some kind of an outbreak every night. 
After leaving the city we began to see 
what war was like, and we passed mils 
after mile where there was not a house 
.eft standing—all ashes and desolation. 
We were marched into what used to bs 
the little town of Caloocan and camped 
about half a mile back of the firing 
line. 
C. and I were at once put on 
guard at headquarter*, which is a large 
church. Many bullets atruck the church 
during the night, but none came very 
near us. The next day we were relieved 
and got permission from the captain to 
go en the firing line, which is beld by 
the Twentieth Kansas, reputed to be 
the bravest regiment here. 
They are 
the finest looking lot of soldiers I have 
seen. 
“ We staid at this camp. and as we 
went to the trenches every day I made 
friends of many of the boys. 
One of 
them made me a very valuable present 
—a piece of a flag captured Ly the Fili­ 
pinos from the Spaniards aud then tak­ 
en from the Filipinos by the Kansas 
boys. I have been wearing it as a neck 
tie, but I will send it home. I got a tins 
picture of the Filipino trenches. A first 
sergeant of the Kansas regiment and I 
w e n t within 
IOO yards of the enemy 
while we snapped them. 
They were 
taking snap shots at na, but they all 
shot over our heads. ” —Chicago Record.

Incidents In the Career of the 
Former Governor. 


WAS A LEADER OF WALL STREET. 


From If am ble ne*innlnK« H e Became 
a P ow er In F in a n c e —H U Cholera 
Ex perien ce—Ad vice to Voung Spec­ 
ulators-—Story of the First Hollar 


Bill He Ever Owned. 


The late Roswell Pet ti bone Flower, 
teacher, Heller of watches, politician, 
statesman, 
financier, 
philanthropist, 
was bom in Theresa, Jefferson county, 
N. Y., on Aug. ?, 183.7, the sixth of 
nine c h ild re n . His father died when he 
was 8 years old, and the boy helped his 
mother to m n the wool carding and 
clothmaking boniness in the summer 
season and went to school in winter u n ­ 
til he had obtained a good education. 
Then he became a teacher, and after 
two years of this be took a position as 
clerk 
He was IS years old when he 
found himself a clerk in a general mer­ 
chandise store in Watertown, and the 
postmaster made him his deputy a t a 
salary of $-70 a month. 
He was deputy 
postmaster for six years. 
In that time 
he bad saved $1,000, and then he bought 
out the postmaster's interest in a jew ­ 
elry business, turned in and learned the 
trade at the bench and joined a labor 
union. 
He bought out his partner and 
sold watches and repaired the trinkets 
of W atertown until 1869. Meantime he 
became a volunteer fireman and m ar­ 
ried Miss Sarah M. Woodruff, a daugh­ 
ter of Morris M. Woodruff. 
It was as a leader of Wall street that 
gj.(Governor Flower was best known, 
though his prominence in politics at 
one time seemed to preclude his a tta in ­ 
ing any further pre-eminence in a differ­ 
ent line. 
Only after he left the execu­ 
tive chair in Albany did Mr. Flower 


ing. 
Toe boy d id n ’t come around that 
day until late. 
He bad missed the dol­ 
lar in the meantime. 
He suspected the 
boy. so when the boy came around he 
asked him to be sore and sleep with 
him again 
The boy didn’t w ant to, 
but Flower urged him, and he consent­ 
e r 
When the boy was sound asleep, 
Flower got up and felt in the pockets 
of his clothes. 
Away down in a waist­ 
coat pocket, under a silver watch, he 
found the bill. 
He took it to bed with 
him thin 
He never said anything 
about it to the boy, and the boy never 
mentioned it. but they never slept to­ 
gether again.—New Yo?k Press.

When Flower was governor, the chol­ 
era scare convulsed the New York end 
of New York state. The legislature was 
not in session, but the governor bought 
the Fire Island hotel as a place where 
thousands of cabin passengers from E u ­ 
rope could he held in comfort and away 
from the cholera on shipboard. 
Before 
they could laud an injunction was 
served forbidding it. The Long Island­ 
ers were afraid of infection. 
The governor asked bis lawyers what 
would happen if the people on the trans­ 
fer boats should disregard the injunc 
tion aud land. He was told they would 
have to be arrested and locked up. rlhe 
governor sent word to the m ilitia who 
were on duty that if any one violated 
the injunction aud came ashore ho must 
be arrested and locked up in tho hotel. 
His instructions were followed, und tho 
persons from the cholera ships spent a 
comfortable n ig h t The people on Long 
Island were enraged. One of his advis­ 
ers told the governor that good m anage­ 
ment would h«* required, or there would 
ho a loss of votes to tho party that own­ 
ed such a go ahead executive. 
“ Hang the votes!” said the governor. 
“ Fin thinking of my duty toward those 
unfortunate people. ” 
That expression, “ Hang the votes!’ 
never did the governor any harm polit­ 
ically. 
Mr. Flower gave this as his advice to 
young meu who wanted to speculate: 
“ Stop making facet* and howling at 
trusts and monopolies and get into em 
If there is a good monopoly around, 
manage to g it with it and don’t make 
faees at it.

For the wealthy native 
planters, the business men of Manila 
and the ct Iv r su b sta n tia l classes among 
my countrymen are very desirous for 
American rule. persuaded that only a 
atrongei power can reconcile the differ­ 
ences among tho various tribes and es­ 
tablish a stable and beneficent govern­ 
ment. onu w hich will command respect 
abroad and security at home. 
There are no less than 80 distinct 
tribes in the islands. Of these the most 
powerful are the Tagalogs, t h e \ isajans 
and the Sn In Mohammedans, who, to­ 
gether. form about five-eighths of the 
native population 
The other three- 
eighths are savage mountain tribes of 
mixed aud d ou b tfu l origin, who were 
never conquered by Spain and who are 
as hostile toward the civilized natives 
cf the valleys as toward the Europeans. 
These barbarians are nomadic, and they 
livp in p rim itiv e communities. 
Their 
tril al governm ent is of a patriarchal 
nature, and there is therefore no co­ 
llegia) am ong them. 
They have prob­ 
ably never heard of the Americans and 
woald reg ilt all efforts to civilize them, 
whether made by antiquated Spain or 
modern America. 
They can therefore 
baldly be said to have a political atti­ 
tude 
Their only philosophy is to live 
without work and to steal all they can. 
Tin ir views should therefore be entitled 
to hut little considexation, and they 
will form a 
perplexing problem for 
American statesm en when the islands 
shall have been pacified. 
Such are the 
Igorro-Chinos, the Negritos, the Tin- 
gnianes, the Gaddanes and the other 
savage tribes of the interior. 
Kaw,the Tagalogs of Luzon, who num­ 
ber 2,OOO, (JOO, and the Vieayans of the 
southern islands, who are estimated at 
about 8,000,000, are the true Filipinos. 
The inhabitants of the Ruin protecto­ 
rate, who number only a few thousands 
and who are all Mohammedans, though 
civilized, are so different from the na­ 
tives of the north, have so little sym­ 
pathy with them and have so far been 
su little affected by recent events that 
I shall h ave them out of this discussion 
altogel her 
I be V isayan s are a far gentler race 
than Hie Tagalogs. 
There is great hos­ 
tility between these twTo races, both of 
whom have been under Spanish influ­ 
ence for centuries and each of whom is 
lea, am of the other’s power. 
This bit­ 
tern. 
and rivalry have recently been 
increased by the course of Aguinaldo, 
who has put garrisons of the hated 
Tagal us in 
nearly all the Vieayan 
towns, putting the latter into a state of 
•pparent resistance to American rule, 
when in reality, the Visayans eagerly 
deaire it. fi r to them nothing could be 
niore odious than to be ruled by their 
hated rivals of the north. It w ill there­ 
of' be seen that the insurgents repre­ 
sent but a small proportion of one of 
many races, and that the insurgent 
tauts who talk so grandiloquently about 
their battle for the political and consti­ 
tutional independence of their country 
are insincere 
For the withdrawal of

The Filipinos are not yet 
able to govern themselves, and only 
those who are not fully informed or 
who are actuated by a desire for self 
aggrandizement think otherwise. Were 
we all of one origin and one faith, the 
problem would be much simpler. 
It 
will take a stronger nation from with­ 
out to allay sectional jealousies and 
racial hate and to establish a govern­ 
ment that can guarantee freedom and 
security to every native in every island 
to all tribes and races alike, without 
tyranny and without favoritism. That 
Spain failed to do this is no proof that 
America will fail. If Holland has made 
such a signal success iu the government 
of her 
East India possessions, why 
should not the United States be able to 
do as well by os? I believe she will, 
and with me in this desire and belief 
are a great majority of the best classes 
of my countrymen. 
But if such is their belief, why. then, 
have the most influential Filipinos sup­ 
ported the Americans with so little 
warmth? The reason is not far to seek. 
The views of the large antiexpansion 
element in the United States, expressed 
in a m ultitude of journals in no uncer­ 
tain tone, have filled this class of my 
fonntryineii with apprehension. 
For if 
the Americans have won the Philippines 
only to give them up to anarchy and 
racial war, they well know that they, 
having advocated annexation, would be 
the first to suffer from the vengeance of 
the triumphant rebels. The highhand­ 
ed methods of Aguinaldo in the confis­ 
cation of property and the expulsion 
and execution of those opposed to his 
ambition have taught them what to ex­ 
pect should he have full sway and un­ 
disputed dominion. 
It is America’s duty to finish the 
work she has so auspiciously begun. In 
saying this I am only actuated by the 
desire for my country’s welfare. I have 
little interest in the idea of American 
imperialism. 
Would it not be base to 
leave the millions of Filipinos who ar 
dently desire independence under Amer­ 
ican 
auspices—because it alone will 
bring freedom and security so long de­ 
nied them—at the mercy of a few mis 
guided leaders, or to shameless and un­ 
principled adventurers, whose course is 
inspired chiefly by the thought of their 
own gain? Nothing has encouraged the 
insurgents so much as the attitude of 
those congressmen and senators who 
have persistently opposed the prosecu­ 
tion of the war against them. 
The rebel leaders, indeed, began to 
rely for success more on the aid that 
they received in congress than on their 
own prowess. 
The attitude of these 
mistaken statesmen has, I am sm e, pro 
longed the war many months, has par­ 
alyzed the industries of my country and 
has caused the death of thousands of 
Americana and Filipinos. 
Their short 
sighted policy is therefore greatly to be 
deplored. Nor need they think that they 
have won the gratitude of the I? ilipinos 
They have rathei their eternal execra­ 
tion, and I am glad to see that the ad 
ministration bas not been influenced by 
them into a position that would mean 
American dishonor aud our national 
damnation 
When the war is at an end, and I 
cannot see how it can last any longer, 
the Americans will find active support 
on the part of the best element of my 
countrymen 
The recent proclamation 
has done much to assure these of the 
pacific intentions and the beneficent 
purpose of the Americans, and I bespeak 
a hearty co-operation in every province. 
But the Americans must learn whom 
to trust. Only the beet men among my 
people should be selected to aid in the 
accomplishment of this good work, and 
these, ae a rule, will not be found 
among the present insurgents. 
The new government ehonld be made 
as autonomous as possible, but every 
thing should be done under the super­ 
vision of honest and competent Ameri­ 
cans, who have teen chosen with a view 
to their special fitness for this work 


which have so far been so"acem>c*ive 
to security and order in the islands. 
I 
would suggest a reconstruction of the 
provinces, with a special view to this 
adjustment along natural lines. 
I am sometimes asked if the Filipinos 
would really prefer American rule to 
that of any other of the great powers. I 
am fully persuaded that they would. 
WThile they have received much friend- 
ihip from England, Germany and Ja­ 
pan and are most anxious to retain a 
social and commercial relationship with 
these powers, yet they believe that the 
measure of their content w ill be fuller 
under American rule than under Eu­ 
ropean or oriental domination. 
With 
the history of English, German and 
French colonial conquest they are fa­ 
miliar. and whereas some have doubted 
the motives of the Americans, the late 
proclamation basat last won them over, 
and I predict that once peace is restored 
all classes will gladly join to make the 
good things promised tine.

Curious CnnfiiTO of the F ilip ino* Ob- 
nerved In September. 
Henry Ii. W ilson of the Raleigh, who 
has spent five years with Dewey and 
participated in the battle of Manila 
bay, was in Binghamton recently and 
told of the “ lantern feast,” a curious 
custom of the new citizens of the Unit 
ed States, which comes on Sept. 24. 
Far inland on the thickly wooded 
isles of the archipelago, where the man 
eaters live, the lanterns are human 
skulls, in which cocoanut oil has been 
placed. 
The wicks are bits of fiber ran 
through the eyeless sockets. Sometimes 
half a dozen of these skulls are fastened 
to a pole. 
The natives march about 
their village displaying the trophies as 
results of their prowess 
The orgy usu­ 
ally ends with a feast o* human flesh, 
if a prisoner of war or a decrepit native 
can be found. Few white men ever saw 
this ceremony, for discovery of the on­ 
lookers would mean certain death. Usu­ 
ally the forest where it takes place is 
guarded carefully, a necessary precau 
tion. owing to the efforts of the author­ 
ities to break up the custom. 
Near the coast, where the effect of 
civilizing influences has been felt, even 
if faintly, the men and boys scour the 
country for the largest gourds and 
squashes they can find. These are treat­ 
ed carefully by a special process until 
they shine like porcelain, and few stran­ 
gers would recognize in the handsomely 
lighted lantern, throwing its soft, efful­ 
gent rays across the water, the rough 
calabash as seen in its natural state. 
At sunset on the evening of Sept. 24 
the people begin to assemble from all 
prints of the compass. Each village has 
its meeting place, and when the shades 
of a tropical night have fallen the spot 
is a myriad of twinkling lights. 
There 
are gourds carved in the shape of drag­ 
ons, others with heads of idols and still 
others formed to represent the fruit and 
vegetable products of the islands. 
The participants in the feast include 
the middle aged and the dignitaries of 
the village, as well as the young. 
The 
procession moves along the road like a 
huge luminous serpent, and from the 
dragons and satyrs issue weird cries 
and dismal chants, which the Filipinos 
are pleased to terra music. Around the 
village they march until their gather­ 
ing place is reached again, and then 
begins the baja baja dance, which is 
seen only on these occasions. 
It much 
resembles the other dances of the na 
tives and is accompanied by a mono­ 
tone recitation of the deeds performed 
and events happening in the locality 
since last “ lantern feaat."—New York 
Press.

D un’s R eview N oted B l* T rade by Specu­ 
la to rs—May W heat B ose—Situa­ 
tion In Iron. 


New Y ork, May 20.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade issued to­ 
ri.;' v said in part: 
W hile buying 200,000 tons Bessemer 
pig at Pittsburg gave reason for the ad­ 
vance in price to $16.50, w ith Grey 
forge quoted at $15 per ton, it is not 
quite as clear as it might be that the 
output, which was 225,000 tons weekly, 
according to the Pittsburg record, and 
has since been largely increased by 
the addition of many furnaces, will con- 
tintu t<* fall below the demand. 
Speculators are doing a large business 
in wool, some foreign ana some Ameri­ 
can. 
They have bought about 7,000,- 
000 pounds Australian wool in boud 
here, as is now reported, and about 
I,(>00,OOO pounds domestic territory wool 
is also said to have been sold for export, 
at about 42 cents clean. 
But this does 
not cast much light on the question 
whether speculative sales abroad have 
yet been covered, or will be within a 
short time, nor is there any indication 
that the market here will respond to the 
temporary foreign demand. 
The orders 
for woolen goods are decidedly better, 
and alt hougn the woolen association is 
not yet in operation, it seems to have 
given a certain kind of confidence to 
prices in the woolen goods department. 
May wheat has been rising during 
the oast week about 4 cents, and nobody 
can t< ll why, although the exports in 
tie* past two weeks have been 10,569,006 
bushels, flour included, against 8,185,124 
bushels last year.
